Dr. Woodhouse asked:

The skipper, in the broadest York­ 
shire dialect, replied: 
“Noa. 
T h a t ’s why I kept agoing.” 
Counsel for the board of trade sug­ 
gested it was rather hard to say what 
would h av e m ade the Russians stop. 
“ W h a t yould you have done?” asked 
one burly fisherman, amidst laughter.
